ACCORDING  to  Jacob  Bos,  mid- 
day coordinator,  “The  Maid  As 
Mistress”  by  Giovanni  Battista 
Pergolesi  was  the  beginning  of  a 
new  musical  form  developed  dur- 
ing the  early  part  of  the  18th  cen- 
tury, that  of  opera  buffa. 

The  new  form  stemmed  from  the 
popular  comic  intermezzo  perform- 
ed between  the  acts  of  an  opera 
seria.  Plots  were  simple  and  char- 
acters were  few  and  uncomplica- 
ted. Certain  stock  characters  were 
much  in  evidence:  the  blustering 
captain,  the  flippant  chambermaid, 
the  suspicious  and  crotchety  old 
doctor. 

THESE  OPERA  buffa  maintain- 
ed their  popularity  for  easily  one 
hundred  years,  mainly  because 
they  dealt  with  real-life  situations 
and  complications,  speaking  a fam- 
iliar language. 

Arias  were  shorter  and  simpler 
in  structure,  vocal  ranges  were 
modest,  and  melodic  lines  fre- 
quently suggested  folk  song  or 
popular  airs. 


SUCH  IS  “The  Maid  As  Mist- 
ress”, first  performed  in  1733.  The 
opera  has  had  a continuing  success 
story  since  it  was  first  heard  in 
Naples  more  than  200  years  ago. 
All  who  hear  it  will  be  delighted 
with  its  charm  and  nostalgic  grace, 
said  Mr.  Bos. 

The  cast  includes  Charles  Cur- 
tis as  Doctor  Pandolfo,  Carol  Tor- 
sak  as  Zerbina  his  maid,  and  Paul 
Toscano  as  Scapin,  his  servant. 
The  accompanist  will  be  Linda 
Fennimore.  It  is  directed  by  Gary 
Fisher  and  Paul  Tascano. 

The  student  recital  is  free  and 
open  to  all,  said  Bos.

Two  BYU  Students 
Plan  Letter  Parade 


Two  BYU  students  were  given 
permission  by  the  Provo  City  Com- 
mission, Wednesday,  for  a march 
in  support  of  U.S.  policy  in  Viet 
Nam. 

CHARLES  SUGGS  of  Calif,  and 
Glen  Parker,  both  19,  appeared  in 
City  Chambers  Commission  and  re- 
ceived full  endorsement  of  Provo 
Mayor  Verl  Dixon  for  the  Saturday 
march  at  10  a.m. 

But  on  the  other  hand,  the 
marchers  were  denied  permission 
by  the  Dean  of  Students  Office  to 
conduct  any  part  of  the  parade  on 
the  BYU  campus. 

DEAN  J.  ELLIOT  Cameron  said 
in  a statement  to  the  Daily  Uni- 
verse, “We’re  opposed  to  any  type 
of  demonstrations  on  the  campus 
because  it  is  private  property. 

Dean  Cameron  indicated  that  the 
Administration  would  not  be  giv- 
ing approval  for  demonstrations 
for  any  purpose.  “This  particular 
group  asked  for  permission  to  par- 
ade on  the  perifiery  road  and  it 
was  denied.” 

PARADE  LEADER  Suggs  said 
earlier  at  the  City  Commission 
meeting  that  although  the  Admin- 
istration had  denied  the  on-campus 
permit,  they  told  him  the  admini- 
stration supported  the  petition. 

The  purpose  of  the  parade,  ori- 
ginating near  the  BYU  campus 
(1st  West,  8th  North)  and  ending 
at  Provo  City  Post  Office,  is  to 
mail  a letter  to  President  John- 
son. 

THE  LETTER  reads:  “We,  the 
individual  students  and  faculty  of 
Brigham  Young  University,  realiz- 
ing the  necessity  to  halt  commun- 
ist aggression  in  Southwest  Asia, 
sign  our  names  and  lend  our  moral

“Back  U.  S.  policy  in  Viet  Nam." 

This  is  the  cry  of  those  students  who  are 
sponsoring  a letter  to  be  sent  to  President 
Johnson.  The  letter  reads,  “We,  the  indi- 
vidual students  and  faculty  of  Brigham 
Young  University  realizing  the  necessity  to 
halt  Communist  aggression  in  Southeast 
Asia  sign  our  names  and  lend  our  moral 
support  to  United  States  policy  in  Viet 
Nam.” 

In  contrast  to  the  activities  of  pacifist 
students  on  other  campuses,  some  3500 
students,  faculty  and  administrators  of 
BYU  have  pledged  their  support  to  the 
American  war  effort  by  signing  this  letter. 

Charlie  Suggs,  a student  who  has  been 
working  on  the  project  since  its  inception 
last  Thursday,  says  that  President  Wilkin- 
son signed  the  letter  and  wished  the  stu- 
dents success  in  getting  the  majority  of  the 
student  body  to  sign.  Allen  Drury  said  the 
same  when  he  signed  it  last  Thursday.

Traffic  Court  Effort  Doubled 
For  Increased  Ticket  Appeals 


BYU  traffic  court  is  doubling  its 
effort  to  handle  increased  ticket 
appeals,  according  to  Darryl  Har- 
ris, ASBYU  Press  Secretary. 

THE  EARLIEST  a traffic  off- 
ender could  get  an  appeal  date 
under  the  old  system  was  Jan.  6, 
1965. 

The  court  is  now  holding  two 
sessions  each  Thursday  evening 
instead  of  one,  and  students  who 
desire  to  up  their  appeal  dates 
may  do  so  by  adding  their  name 
to  a new  list  and  scratching  the 
old,  according  to  chief  Judge  Le- 
Roy  Cobia. 

TRAFFIC  COURT  is  held  Thurs- 
day from  7-9  p.m.  in  room  111 
Wilkinson  Center.  Students  should 
note  this  schedule  when  arrang- 
ing for  appeal  dates,  Cobia  said. 

The  chief  traffic  court  judge, 
appointed  recently  by  ASBYU 
President  Bob  Christiansen,  said 
increased  university  enrollment 
has  caused  new  parking  pro- 
blems on  campus. 

"STRINGENT  traffic  rules  are 


being  enforced,”  he  reports. 
‘Tines  for  student  parking  in 
faculty  areas  have  been  upped 
from  $2  to  $5,  although  illegal 
parking  fines  for  student  areas  is 
still  $2.” 

Failure  to  register  a student 
car  with  security,  improper  regi- 
stration or  improper  parking  per- 
mit display  results  in  a $15  fine  if 
caught,  Cobia  said. 

HE  ADVISED  campus  pedes- 
trians to  use  cross  walks  as  sec- 
urity is  authorized  to  give  tickets 
for  this  violation.  A new  traffic 
booklet  on  rules  and  policies  may 


be  picked  up  in  the  security  of- 
fice, he  said. 

The  court  recently  released  ap- 
peal statistics  for  the  second  ses- 
sion of  summer  school,  which 
may  give  students  an  idea  of 
what  chances  are  in  the  traffic 
court. 

FOURTEEN  cases  were  ap- 
pealed during  the  session  and 
seven  students  received  either 
a part  or  full  refund  of  money 
paid  for  a violation.  A total  of 
$54  in  traffic  fines  were  paid,  but 
$17  was  returned  after  appeals, 
a 31  per  cent  refund  total.

Therefore,  it 
is  hoped  that  all  8500  people  who  have 
signed  the  letter  (as  well  as  those  who  will 
sign  it  between  now  and  Saturday)  will 
join  with  those  who  are  actively  working 
to  get  signatures  in  delivering  the  letter  to 
the  downtown  Post  Office  on  Saturday  at 
10  a.m.

Politics  From  the  Fausett . . . 


Great  Society  vs.  Tax  Dollar]  L@ft©rs  to  fh©  Editor

A national  magazine  recently 
made  a revealing  study  of  Presi- 
dent Johnson’s  Great  Society 
programs  and  came  up  with  the 
following  facts  and  figures. 

THE  COST  this  year  for  all 
Great  Society  measures  would 
total  7 billion  dollars.  In  1966  it 
would  increase  to  7.6  billion;  in 
1967,  13.8  billion;  1968,  16.4  billion; 
1969,  18.2  billion,  1970,  19.4  billion; 
etc.  Interestingly  enough  the  big- 
gest increase  projected  will  be  in 
the  year  1967,  one  year  before  the 
1968  presidential  election  . 

When  President  Johnson  took 
office  in  1963,  government  spend- 
ing amounted  to  120  billion  dollars 
a year. 

IN  THE  fiscal  year  that  ends 
next  June  spending  will  have 
increased  to  130  billion.  Govern- 
ment projections  estimate  spend- 
ing in  1970  to  be  about  161  bil- 
lion dollars. 

Biggest  expense  of  the  Great 
Society  will  be  rising  Social  Sec- 
urity benefits,  including  medi 
care.  Following  close  behind  is 
the  Johnson  anti-poverty  pro- 
gram. Other  expenses  include 
public  health,  economic  develop- 
ment, urban  development,  Ap- 
palachia program,  and  public 
work. 


AID  TO  education  is  another 
area  that  will  be  emphasized.  In 
the  fiscal  year  ending  last  June 
30,  local  elementary  and  high 
schools  across  the  nation  received 
a total  of  500  million  dollars.  By 
next  June  30  there  will  be  an  in- 
crease to  1.2  billion.  Aid  to  col- 
leges will  increase  from  672  mil- 
lion dollars  to  1 billion  dollars 
over  a three  year  period. 

All  this  means  is  a general  re- 
versal of  government  spending. 
Traditionally,  defense  spending 
has  taken  the  largest  portion  of 
the  tax  dollar.  However,  between 
1963  and  1965,  according  to  the 
U.S.  Budget  Bureau,  defense 
spending  decreased  by  2.6  billion 
dollars  while  at  the  same  time 
non-defense  programs  spending 
increased  11.2  billion  dollars.  To- 
tal cash  spending  between  1963 
and  1965  increased  from  113.8  bil- 
lion dollars  in  1963,  to  122.4  bil- 
lion dollars  in  1965. 

A LOCAL  politician  once  said 
that,  “The  nearest  thing  to  eter- 
nal life  on  this  earth  is  a govern- 
ment bureau.”  The  author  of  the 
magazine  article  pointed  out  that 
government  programs,  once  be- 
gun, tend  to  grow  and  expand. 
This  will  most  likely  be  the  case 
if  President  Johnson  continues  to 
seek  his  ever-present  “concensus’.
